nate. 
Coyne told of leaving a position 
with a telegraph company to take 
from Brady an appointment as bank 
examiner of country banks at $5.OOO

Grover Cleveland once vetoed a river 
and harbor bill, that on one or two 
occasions a river aud harbor bill bus 
been bung up in congress and then 
that memorable occasion when Tom 
Carter of Montana talked a river and 
harbor hill to death. 
Senator Borah, 
who understands the great desire of 
men in both houses for a river and 
harbor bill, said: 
"There is such powerful momentum 
behind certain forms of legislation In 
congress that every man knows that 
if he wants to ride through he had 
better get on that particular wagon.” 
The Idaho senator proposed to get his 
reclamation legislation on the river and 
harbor bill if possible. 


Prolonging the Session. 
W hat was also rather significant in 
the remark of Senator Boral) was hts 
declaration that congress could not af 
ford to go home without passing the 
bill for settlers on these reclamation 
projects and said that lf it was pro­ 
posal to adjourn on the 1st of Septem­ 
ber the senate could very well afford 
to spend thirty days more considering 
this important legislation. 
There is j 
also involved tile question that is more' 
im portant to each individual member I 
than anything e ls e -th a t K an adjourn 
ment so that they can go home and 
take part iii the campaigns in their 
different districts and states. 


Wasting Time. 
It was during the discussion of th If 
m atter that Senator Thomas of Colo 
rado remarked that the senate "wasted 
more than half its time in idle and use­ 
less discussion." 
“Did the senator say only half of 
our time?” asked Senator Kenyon of 
Iowa. 
"I w ant to be as moderate as possi­ 
ble,” 
replied 
the Colorado 
senator. 
And then he had to confess, which ev 
erybody knew, that he was “as guilty 
as any of my colleagues in using up 
a good deal of tim e that might perhaps 
be devoted to more useful purposes.” 


Senator Gallinger Has Regrets. 
"I cannot help expressing regret.” 
said Senator Gallinger, during eonsid 
oration of the naval appropriation hill, 
“that in a moment of mental nberra 
tion and for the purpose of doing a 
pleasant thing. I voluntarily retired 
from the committee on naval affairs 
and as a result I fear that the appro­ 
priations for the navy yard in my state 
have suffered." 
The senator had been pointing out 
how all other navy yards had received 
liberal appropriations and yet when 
he attempted to secure anything it had 
been defeated. 
Ile said that the yard 
at Portsmouth, N. II., was the only one 
north of Cape H atteras that was free 
from ice at all times of the year. "Be­ 
fore another appropriation bill appears 
in the senate.” said Senator Gallinger, 
“I shall try to cultivate the acquain­ 
tance of the secretary of the navy and 
get on the blind side of the committee 
on naval affairs in the hope that the 
New Hampshire yard may not he en­ 
tirely forgotten in the future.” 


Mann's Change of Tactics. 
For the most part during the time 
that he has been leading the minority 
Congressman 
Mann of 
Illinois 
has 
been rather conciliatory toward th** 
Progressives and shown an inclination 
to meet them half way on any proposi 
tion that would seem to unite them 
with tile Republicans. 
But only re­ 
cently he changed tactics and has been 
rather antagonistic.
